L a S a l l e , IIL, June I.—While the 
soldiers at Camp M atthiessen were 
rolling up their tents preparatory.to 
leaving yesterday morning word was 
brought to headquarters th a t a lot of 
anarchists had attem pted to wreck a 
train on the Burlington road justsouth 
of Spring Valley. 
As an extra freight 
train on th at road was approaching 
the town a t 3:30 o’clock the engineer 
saw a pile of ties on the track. 
As 
soon as he saw the obstruction the 
engineer reversed his 
engine 
and 
w histled for “brakes,” b u t before the 
train could be stopped it crashed into 
the ties and smashed the engine p ilo t 
No fu rth er damage was done. 
The 
crew removed the obstruction and th e 
train proceeded slowly to Spring Val­ 
ley. 
The attem pt is thought to have 
been the work of anarchists. 
N ot a soldier rem ains in this town. 
In compliance w ith an order from Gov. 
Altgeld, Cob B ennitt broke camp and 
before noon the last company of the 
state troops had departed. 
The tow n 
is as quiet as a country churchyard. 
Mayor M attbiesen still insists th a t 
there is no furth er danger of trouble 
here, and th a t there will be none un­ 
less some of the mine operators a t­ 
tem pt to begin work before the strike 
is 
declared off. 
English-speaking 
m iners are guarding the mines.

M a c o n , M a , June I .—The Loomis 
Coal company has declared its mines 
open for work, but engaged no miners. 
The strikers have their guns stacked 
a t their camp outside of the coal com­ 
pany’s fence, and the officers fear a 
conflict a t any time. 


Done By a Party Vote—The Non Inter­ 
ference in Hawaiian 
Affairs and 
How It Came to be Adopted—For­ 
eigners W arned to Keep A way— 
W ashington Affairs. 


W a s h in g t o n , June 
I.—The senate 
yesterday, by a strict party vote, prac­ 
tically decided to make lum ber free. 
When the tariff bill was taken up 
several amendm ents offered to the 
lum ber paragraphs looking to a duty 
on lum ber were voted down by a strict 
party vote and then Senator Allen 
moved to strike out paragraph 17a as 
follows: 
Lumber of any sort, planed or fin­ 
ished on each side, 50 cents per thou­ 
sand feet, board measure; and if planed 
on one side and tongued and grooved, 
$1 per thousand; and if planed on two 
sides and tongued and grooved, $1.50 
per thousand; and in estim ating board 
measure under this schedule no de­ 
duction shall be made on account of 
planing, grooving or tonguing. 
Senator Vest surprised the republi­ 
cans when he announced th a t the 
am endm ent would be accepted by the 
democrats. 
The 
amendm ent 
was 
agreed to—35 to 24—a strict party 
vote, Messrs. Peffer and Allen, popu­ 
lists, voting in favor of i t 
The sugar schedule was reached and 
Senator Sherman of Ohio took the 
floor to m ake a speech. 
Senator Sherman, in the coarse of 
his remarks, asserted th a t if President 
Harrison had been re-elected and there 
had been no tariff tinkering the Mc­ 
Kinley law would have yielded suffi­ 
cient revenue. 
The fall of silver 
and increased demand for gold had 
something to d j w ith the present 
financial depression, which had been 
added to by fear of tariff tinkering. 
He also declared th a t the south was 
coming around from its doctrine th at 
protection was unconstitutional. 
In discussing the McKinley bill he 
said it had been persistently misrep­ 
resented as a bill to increase revenue, 
when as a m atter of fact it decreased 
revenue $30, OOO, OOO a year. 
He a1 ways 
had believed th at the sugar bounty 
was unwise, and the Mckinley bill 
gave too much protection to the sugar 
tru s t 
Mr. Camden (dem., W. Va.) followed 
with a brief speech. 
Mr. Dolph (rep., 
Ore.), speaking on the sugar schedule, 
took occasion to affirm his belief th at 
the senate had the power to compel 
witnesses to testify. 
At u o’clock he 
yielded to a motion to go into execu­ 
tive session. 
A fter a brief executive 
session the senate adjourned.

A letter was received

miner here stating th at he thought the 
end of the strike was in sight, and ad­ 
monished the miners to cease stopping 
trains and be q u iet This was obeyed. 
T e r r e H a u t e , Ind., June I.—Sheriff 
Mills of Sullivan county read Gov. 
M atthew s’ proclam ation commanding 
the striking m iners to cease interfer­ 
ing with railroad traffic and giving 
them tw enty-four hours to act on i t 
The men listened patiently to the 
reading, but it was plain th a t they 
did not accept it as finally controlling 
th eir action. 
The policy of the rail­ 
road companies is to not try to move 
any coal until they are given ample 
protection.

P u e b l o , Colo., June L—Pueblo was 
visited Wednesday night by the w orst 
flood in its history. 
Several thousand 
people were rendered homeless and 
property was damaged to the amount 
of $100,000. 
Four breaks in the levee 
on the north side and two on the south 
side have flooded 
the 
region 
be­ 
tween Eighth street and the river on 
the west in a zigzag course, thence 
to 
Fourth and Main, Second and 
Santa Fe, and everything south of and 
including F irst street. 
On the south 
side the flooded area extends from 
West Fourth street bridge through the 
Rio Grande yards to Union avenue 
Practically everything west of Union 
avenue from the river to C street and 
all west of Victoria avenue, Stanton Sc 
Snyder's addition, is under water. 
Three fatalities have definitely came 
to lig h t 
The body of an unknown 
man was found two miles west of the 
city. 
At IO o’clock Joseph Coppa, a 
sm elter laborer, w ith his wife and five 
children attem pted to wade through 
four feet of w ater near the Union 
Pacific station. He became bewildered 
and stepped into a hole where there 
was ten feet of w ater and was drowned. 
Other losses of life are believed to 
have occurred and several prom inent 
citizens are missing. 
Many narrow 
escapes and thrilling experiences have 
been had and one family of five was 
carried a hundred yards in its house. 
The w eather is now clear and all 
danger is believed to be p ast 
S a l i d a , Colo., June I.—The storm 
in this vicinity exceeds anything in 
the memory of the oldest in h ab itan t 
The Rio Grande railroad is blocked by 
rock slides, washouts and damage to 
bridges.

S p r in g f ie l d , HL Jan e I —The con­ 
ference of Illinois coal operators here 
yesterday accomplished nothing. 
In­ 
deed, it can hardly be said th a t there 
was a conference. 
A num ber of oper­ 
ators got together in the senate cham­ 
ber and organized by electing C. C. 
Brown 
of 
this 
city 
chairman 
and 
Paul 
M artan 
of 
the W hite 
Breast 
Fuel 
company 
secretary. 
It developed th a t forty-one companies 
were represented and th at they took 
out 4,521,000 tons of coal in 1892, 
which was about one-fourth of the 
tonnage of the state. 
It was furthei 
ascertained th a t southern Illinois was 
practically unrepresented 
and that 
the 
great 
consolidated 
company 
was 
holding 
out. 
Vermillion 
county 
was 
represented 
by one 
man in the person of Tom Spellman. 
Those present were from northern and 
central Illinois. 
The central lllinos 
men had no heart in the meeting. 
F. W. Tracy of this city arose and 
said it was apparent th at nothing 
eould be done under the circumstances 
and moved a sine die adjournment. 
This was defeated. 
F or an hour afterw ard there was 
talk by the northern men of the im 
portance of attem pting to make a set­ 
tlem ent, and by the southern and cen 
tra l men of the u tter futility ol 
attem pting to make an agreem ent foi 
men who were not present and who 
by th e ir absence virtually said they 
did n o t intend to have anything to do 
w ith a proposition of the kind. 
A fter a session of about tw o hours 
the m eeting adjourned sine die with 
out anything having been accom­ 
plished. 
It developed this fact, how­ 
ever, very plainly: The central anc 
southern men, w ith their great nature 
advantages—their veins being from six 
to ten feet thick—think th a t the

This advantage must 
be m et by cheaper 
production in

and 
southern fields. 
This is the whole 
contioversy 
in 
a nutshelL 
There are those who 
profess to believe th at the strike was 
engendered by west Pennsylvania and 
Ohio operators for their own benefit, 
and 
th at 
the 
miners have been 
dragged into it ignorantly by schem 
ing leaders working in the interest oi 
eastern opera tors. 
A m eeting of miners was held, but 
no attem pt was made to do business, 
thase present being disposed to await 
the result of the operators' confer­ 
ence. 
State President Crawford and Na­ 
tional President McBride of Miners' 
Feder ation says the situation now re­ 
verts to its first inception.

receipts by $72,000,000, the aggregate 
standing in round figures: Receipts, 
$208,OOO,OOO; expenditures, $340,000,000. 
These figures indicate a total deficit 
for the twelve months of the fiscal 
year of $78,000,000.

Whether or not John Mahaffey will 
join the man he shot at, Matthew Bit- 
son, at Waupun, or not is the question 
that a circuit court jury will decide 
next. Mahaffey is now on trial on the 
charge of assault with intent to kill. 
The trial will recall a dramatic 
story—that of the atrocious murder of 
Mrs. Matthew Bitson and Mrs. Arthur 
Hearn and the burning of their bod­ 
ies by Matthew Bitson, a low-minded 
and brutal Bohemian; the subsequent 
hunt of the surrounding country by 
armed men who would have killed the 
murderer like a dog if he resisted 
them; his final capture by officers and 
the subsequent attempt at lynching 
which was quelled by militia. 
Bitson, it will be remembered, was 
captured at the heme of John Carle, 
near 
Clinton, 
to 
whose house 
the murderer was drawn by hunger. 
He 
was 
turned 
over 
to 
Jerome Shimeal by City Marshal Earle, 
and Shimeal, fearing the lynchers, at­ 
tempted to outwit them by bringing 
the prisoner to Janesville. The crowd 
divined his attention, and Mahaffey, 
who was astride a horse and armed 
with a 
large revolver commanded 
Shimeal to stop. The command was 
not heeded, so Mahaffey leveled the re­ 
volver and fired. 
The bullet struck 
the buggy cushion under the prisoner, 
and Shimeal concluded to stop. 
The 
horses' heads were turned toward Clin­ 
ton and the buggy escorted by men 
with guns on their shoulders, to the 
lock-up. 
Mahaffey was indicted by the grand 
jury, and has been out on bonds. Pre­ 
vious to the shooting he was night 
clerk or bartender at the Taylor house,

BALDWIN NOT PROVEN GUILTY. 


Ju d ge B ennett's R eview o f th e E vidence 
In th e M urder Case. 
Judge Bennett’s review of the evi­ 
dence in the Finch murder case when 
discharging Frank Baldwin was as 
follows: 
“ The only doubt I have in the 
matter is the doubt of my own duty. 
In criminal cases juries 
are true 
judges, and if the jury disregards the 
law as laid down by the court they 
can do so and there is no redress if 
their verdict be not guilty, but if the 
verdict be guilty, it can be set aside 
“ The case has some very peculiar 
features. 
This 
man was severely 
stabbed, but however great the crime, 
the defendant should not be held re­ 
sponsible unless he is proven guilty be 
yond a reasonable doubt, and the 
only question is whether I should 
take it from the jury. 
Perhaps it is 
my duty to take it from them, but I 
do not care to review the testimony 
unless I grant the motion, as it might 
tend to prejudice the case in one way 
or another. 
I f the jury should bring 
in a verdict of guilty and the evidence 
did not show beyond all reasonable 
doubt that the defendant wa6 guilty, 
I should be compelled to set it aside. 
I lim inclined to review a portion of 
the testimony. 
“ There was no unfriendly feeling 
between Finch and 
the defendant. 
They had been acquainted before and 
bad attended dances together. 
No 
words of anger or reproach had ever 
passed between them. 
One of the 
last acts that occurred between them 
was when the defendant let Finch 
have twenty-five cents to buy beer for 
himself, Baldwin, Mrs. Baldwin and 
Miss 
Anderson. 
The 
state 
was 
compelled 
to 
swear 
Miss 
Anders DQ. 
It 
could 
not have 
done otherwise. There would have 
been no evidence without her as 
the mouth of the wife is closed by the 
law. 
Miss Anderson does not testify 
to any unpleasant words between 
Baldwin and Finch. 
No person testi­ 
fied to seeing a blow struck. 
No one 
saw a knife used, and none was found 
on the defendant or on the ground 
near where the fight took place. 
But 
what impressed me more than any­ 
thing else was the fact that Finch said 
he did not know who struck him. 
He 
died without making any sign. 
He 
made rn dying declaration. 
If Finch 
did notjknow who struck him, can the 
court, can the jury, ought the jury to 
say that the defendant strack him, 
when no human eye saw it? I think it 
is going a great ways. The evidence 
must show him guilty, 
lf the jury 
should find him guilty I should set the 
verdict aside. 
I therefore grant the 
motion and the prisoner is discharged.

R E S P O N S IB L E R O R A N A R C H Y. 
How can we shut our eyes to the 
influence back of the industrial dis­ 
order and violence? 
In the platforms 
of the populist and democratic parties, 
and in the individual utterances of 
the representative men of those or­ 
ganizations, are found the seed out 
of which has grown all the destruction 
of life and property with which the 
country has been afflicted. 
Mr. Cleveland himself has probably 
done more than any other man to fos­ 
ter a spirit of dissension between the 
representatives of labor and capital.

public. 
The Waites, Pennoyers, Lew 
elllings and Altgelda have never gone 
farther than this in their demagogic 
appeals to the passions and prejudices 
of the ignorant and malicious; the 
Mosts, Berkmans and Parsons acted 
upon a doctrine of this sort in their as­ 
saults on society.

Dr. Theodore Yeungst died at his 
home on South Franklin street this 
morning at 8 o’clock, aged thirty-nine 
years. 
To many people this announcement 
will be a surprise, but to his intimate 
friends the announcement has been 
expected for several days. 
Dr. Yeungst had lived in Janesville 
a little more than one year, he coming 
here from Germany in Febiuary, 1893. 
He was a highly educated physician, 
having taken the regular course of 
study and practice in the University 
of Grief awa id, Germany. His family 
home is at Bremen, Germany, where 
his aged mother resides. 
Dr. Yeungst 
was not of robust constitution, and to 
sustain himself he resorted to cocaine. 
Finally his health broke down com­ 
pletely. 
Consumption is given as the 
cause of his death. 
He was married 
last October to Miss Louisa Schultz, a 
young laoy to whom he was betrothed 
in the old country, and who came to 
Janesville last summer to meet her 
intended husband. 
His indictment 
was no obstacle in her eyes and they 
were married in this city last October. 
During the illness of her husband, 
which has been for several months, 
Mrs. Yeungst has been constantly at 
his bedside, miLi6tering with self sac 
rificing devotion to her husband’s 
comfort.
